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Executive  Reorganization  Order  Implementing  the  Department  of  Military  Affairs 
Pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971. 


Under  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971  (Laws  of  Montana,  1971,  Chapter 
272),  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  sign  executive  orders  implementing  the  various 
chapters  of  the  Act. 

THEREFORE,  I,  FORREST  H.  ANDERSON,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana,  pursuant 
to  the  authority  invested  in  me,  order  that: 

1.  Chapter  14  (Sections  82A-1401  through  82A-1404)  of  the  Executive  Reorga- 
nization Act  of  1971  providing  for  the  creation  of  the  Department  of  Military 
Affairs  shall  be  effective  July  1,  1971. 

2.  From  and  after  July  1,  1971,  the  Department  and  its  functions  shall  be 
organized,  supervised,  administered,  and  executed  pursuant  to  the  Executive 
Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  the  Constitution,  other  statutes  of  the  state,  and 
the  reorganization  plan  (dated  June  1,  1971)  prepared  and  submitted  by  the 
Adjutant  General. 

3.  The  Department's  organization  charts  and  descriptions  of  major  programs 
are  appended  to  this  order.

National  Guard 

Description:  This  program  includes  recruiting,  administration,  training 
and  supervision  of  the  Montana  Army  National  Guard  and  the  Montana  Air 
National  Guard.  It  provides  trained  and  equipped  National  Guard  Units 
to  supplement  the  active  Army  and  Air  Force  in  time  of  national  emergency. 
It  further  provides  units  and  personnel  for  state  emergency  duty  in  the 
protection  of  life  and  property,  preservation  of  the  peace,  and  mainten- 
ance of  order  and  public  safety. 

Authority:  Chapters  1  through  k,   Title  77,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  19^7. 

Division  Response  lei  National  Guard. 

Civil  Defense 

Description:  This  program  provides  for  the  rendering  of  mutual  aid  among 
the  political,  subdivisions  of  the  state,  with  other  states,  and  with  the 
federal  government  to  carry  out  civil  defense  functions.   Its  fundamental 
goal  is  the  survival  of  Montana's  population  in  the  event  of  a  nuclear 
or  natural  disaster. 

Authority:  Chapters  13  and  Ik,   Title  77,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  19^7. 

Division  Responsible:  Civil  Defense. 

Centralized  Services 

Description:   Provides  administrative  services  for  National  Guard  and 
Civil  Defense  Divisions,  to  include  mail  service,  mimeographing  and 
multili thing,  budgeting,  accounting,  typing,  stenographic  services, 
property  accounting  and  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  departmental 
headquarters  facilities. 

Authority:  Section  77-120  and  77-130^,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  I9U7. 

Division  Responsible :  Centralized  Services. 
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
